PORTRAITS OF GETTYSbURG'S BUSINESS MEN. 


Greenbery W. Weaver, senior mem- 


ber of the large Dry Goods firm of G. 
W. Weaver & Son, can t>e said to rank 
first in age among the business men oC 
Gettysburg. 
On last Friday he cele- 


brated his 80th birthday. Every week- 
^ay finds him at four score years at 
his store giving a watchful oversight 
to the business and he looks hale and 
hearty, the burden of years resting 
lightly on his shoulders. 


Mr. G. W. Weaver was born at Mel- 


rose, in the adjoining county of Car- 
roll, Maryland. He followed farming 
for a number of years in Bachman's 
Valley. He was in mercantile busi- 
ness in Silver Run for nine years and 
then back to farming. Twenty-seven 
years ago at the age of 53 he came to- 
Gettysburg and with hit son, H. T., 
Weaver,- buiH up the largest dry goedft 
store in the county, one ranking with. 
city stores in stock carried and ac- 
commodations given their patrons.

Died Age* 65 Years. 


Robert E. Wright was born in Al 


ten town. February 15. 1847. His father 
was Robert E. Wright, in his day and 
generation one of the leaders of the 
Alleatown Bar, a famous wit luid an 
author and poet oi considerable re- 
nown. The sou's success at the Dar 
was immediate and when but 23 years 
of age the whole weight of the law 
practice in his father's business fell 
on him. 


For years he was the leader of the 


Lehigh Democracy, and even after he 
had retired, by reason of' ill health 
and business activity from leadership 
tlB ad\ice and counsel were always 
sought. As a writer of party plat 
forms he had few equals, and for five 
consecutive years he wrote the plat- 
forms of the State Democracy, and 
many others he wrote in part or in 
whole. Nor was his sphere of activ- 
ity in that direction confined only to 
this State for more than once he was 
consulted by the national leaders in 
regard to the national platforms and 
manv of the planks which appeared in 
those instruments were of his crea- 
tion. 


In 1SSS he was an alternate to the 


National Democratic convtntion at St 
Louis whicn nominated Grover Cleve- 
land for the Presidency, and played 
an important part in the deliberations 
•which preceded the actual work of the 
convention. In 1892 he was again, a 
national delegate. In 1896 he was na 
tional delegate-at-large. 


At the Scranton Convention in 1886 


lie was a candidate for the nomina- 
tion of Governor, and in 1891 he was 
nominated for Auditor General. 
He 


was also the Democratic cnairman of 
the convention at Erie in 1902, and 
•was an influential delegate to nearly 
every State Convention held in a de- 
cade. In 1888 he was county chair- 
man of the Lehigh Democracy. 


On Wednesday last William F. Har 


rity, former chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, and once 
powerful in national Democratic coun- 
cils, died at his home in Overbrook, a 
suburb of Philadelphia, after an ill- 
ness of a few days. He was 62 years 
old. He achieved fame as the man- 
ager of the campaign of Grover Cleve- 
land in 1892, he being given nratih of 
the credit for the Democratic success 
that year. 


Mr. Harrity withdrew largely from 


active participation in politics in 1896 
after the nomination of William J. 
Bryan for the Presidency. 


He was the recognized leader and 


manager of the canvass of Robert E. 
Pattlson for Governor in 1890. He 
was elected permanent chairman of 
the State convention which was held 
at Scranton on July 2, 1890, and after 
the adjournment he was chosen chair- 
man of the Democratic State Central 
Committee. This position he declined 
because of business and professional 
engagemens. When Pattlson was elec- 
ted Governor he named Mr. Harrity 
Secrtary of State. On January 20, 
1892, Mr. Harrity was electd by the 
Democratic Central Committee as the 
successor of the late William L. Scott, 
as a national committeeman. The 
Democratic 'State convention on April 
13, 1S92, elected him for the full term 
and this election was ratified by the 
Pennsylvania delegation to the na- 
tional convention in Chicago on June 
21, 1892. 


In opening the case Gilbert's attor- 


ney SUM he had Intended to produce 
before the board additional evidence to 
•how that Miller, me murdered man, 
bad kicked .MM! struck Gilbert when 
he discharged hi* on the evening of 
the murder, but he bad tailed because 
oae of the witnesses WM in Baltimore 
and others could not be found. 


His entire plea was that Gilbert was 


so intoxicated at the time he commit- 
ted the murder that he did not know 
what he was doing. He argued that 
there art times when men's minds are 
so beclouded by drink that they may 
do a rash act and know they are do- 
ing it and yet are in such a condition 
that they are not capable of wilfully 
committing a crime, and that was Gil- 
bert's condition. Two waiters, the 
counsel said, who had testified on the 
stand that Gilbert was sober, on the 
next day told some of his friends that 
he was drunk, but these witnesses 
could Jiot be scured in time to mention 
the matter in the plea for a new trial. 
"This board has the power to inject 
into this case pity mingled with rea- 
son." 
He held that Gilbert's previous 


reputation was good and presented let- 
ters front people who had known him 
in his youth saying that he had al- 
ways home a good character and they 
could not conceive that he could com 
mit murder. His reason must have 
been dethroned. He read a letter from 
L. J. Bradley of Baltimore, secretary 
ot the United Ice Company, saying he 
knew Gilbert as a young man of most 
excellent character and asking for 
mercy for him. 


Former District Attorney Weiss, 


who had tried the Gilbert case in 
court, presented the opposition argu- 
nent and began by asserting that the 
Gilbert case was absolutely without 
merit. The murder was cold-blooded 
and deliberate, and the man's only de- 
ense was intoxication. "Why," said 
Mr. Weiss, impressively, "intoxication 
seems to be a favorite defense for 
uurderers in this county of Dauphin. 
There were several cases tried last 
all and the defense was intoxication, 
but they had no more merit than this 
'ase." Mr. Weiss gave a history of 
:he case, step by step, told how the 
murder was deliberate, all of the evi- 
dence showed that Gilbert was sober 
at the time he killed Miller, and said 
he Court had charged the jury very 
ully on the law relating to intoxica- 
ion and the jury had passed on that 
phase of the case. He asked that the 
aw be permitted to take its course, 
and in conclusion read a letter from 
lichard Evelyn Byrd, Speaker of the 
Virginia House of Representatives, re 
siding in Richmond, in which he con- 


ratulated the trial attorney on Gil- 


bert's conviction, saving that Gilbert 
was a vicious negro, who was in his 
mploy and he was compelled to dis 
charge him because he was so bad. 
Mr. Byrd said he had told Gilbert he 
would meet an evil end if he continu- 
ed in his career. "This man Gilbert 
had no provocation - to kill Miller," 
said Mr Weiss. "It was deliberate, 
cool murder and the board should not 
commute the death sentence." 


About the Mew Forrest Reserve. 
In the transfer of the property of 


the South Mountain Mining and Iron 
Company, located in the southern sec- 
tion of Cumberland county, to the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania there 
will in all probability be taken over 
in connection with that grant the en- 
tire town of Pine Grove Furnace, lo 
cated in the heart of the immense 
tract. 


Tnere is a total of 18,828 acres and 


148 perches in this tract. It extends 
from a point about two miles south of 
ML Holly Springs southward a dis- 
tance of nearly twelve miles, where it 
crosses the Adams county line and 
joins the Caledonia reserve tract, ex- 
tending northeast from Franklin coun- 
ty. Its width at the greatest distance 
is nearly seven miles. The price paid 
for this tract was $4 per acre 


In the reserve in Cumberland coun- 


ty are forty-six tracts and in Adams 
county thirteen tracts, making a total 
of fifty-nine tracts. 


With the transfer Is included all the 


company-s property in and about Pine 
Grove Furnace, site of the once fam- 
ous Pine Grove Park, the big Laurel 
dam and the streams and all other 
property for several miles around. 
Just what will be done with the park 
site is not definitely known, but it is 
stated about Harrisburq that the State 
may establish a park there for the peo- 
ple of tnis section of the State. It is 
probable also that the Carlisle people 
who have several Cottages along the 
4am at Laurel will be permitted to 
-continue their summer homes there, 
•although permission from the State 
may be required. The United Ice and 
Coal Company has obtained an exten- 
sion of its right to use the Laurel dam 
lor ice cutting. 


Nearly all of this immense tract 


purchased by the State is timberland 
and will be converted into a forestry 
resrve. 


Expenses of Recent Primary. 
The primary election held through- 


out Pennsylvania April 13 for the 
election of national and State dele- 
Rates and party officers and the nomi- 
nation of candidates for Congress, 
Senator in odd-numbered districts and 
members of the House of Represen- 
tatives will coat tbe State Treasury 
f250,000 to round numbers. This is 
tbe second year in which a single 
primary baa been held under tbe act 
of 1906, providing for a uniform sys- 
tem and direct vote, and all expendi- 
tures made by counties for tbe regis- 
tration of the will of the voters will be 
repaid by tbe Commonwealth. 


Tbe estimate of a quarter million 


dollars is made by State officials who 
bave bandied tbe bills for tbe primary 
election held on September 30 of last 
year, and is considered a liberal figure 
as tbe tickets in many counties are 
not as large as in the primary of last 
fall, when municipal and county offi- 
cers were nominated. Practically all 
of the bills for last fall's primaries 
bave been audited and paid with ex- 
ception of a few big counties, whose 
bills will shortly be passed upon. 


Tbe primary elections la 1909 and 


1910, wben two primaries were beid, 
cost approximately 1325,000 for each 
year. Tbe adoption of tbe constitu- 
tional amendments in 1909 abolished 
tbe February election. 


Tbe Auditor General's Department 


wbicb bas charge of tbe auditing of 
primary election bills, has been de- 
veloping a scale of charges wbicb will 
be put into effect before very long. 
Maximum allowances for such items 
as printing, clerk bire and other 
charges will be made according to 
population, and when worked out will 
enable tbe auditing to be expedited 
Tbe bills for previous yean are being 
gone over so tbat a fair average may 
be made. 


Tbe returns of primary elections for 


Congress and any State offices are to 
be certified to the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth by tbe County Com- 
missioners.

proceedings of tbe House of Represeu* 
taUvesou March 2, 1898. The House 
was considering the Loud bill, which 
proposed to increase tbe postal rates 
on country newspapers aud to adopt 
a number of restrictions ou their

Uhauip Clark defeated the bill by bis 
•peech, a portion of which follows : 


"Kewapapers are great diaseiuina 


tors of information. Tbe mauiuiotl) 
•aetropolitau papers with their vast 
circulation are splendid educators, 
but after all ten persons read tbe little 
country weekly where oue reads a 
anetrupolitau paper. 


"Having once been a country editor 


ntTself, I entertain a most kindly 
fMliug for my old confreres. I am 
willing to make 
affidavit tbat the 


•leveu mouths I spent editing A rural 
journal were tbe moat beneficial of 
•ay life to myself, perhaps to others. 
I am proud to have belonged to the 
editorial guild. I am unalterably op- 
posed to anything that will injure the 
couutry editor, curtail bis profits, cir- 
cuimcribe his usefulness, or place an 
additional thorn iu his pathway. 


" The rural editor—God bless him ! 


—is the mojt persistent of teachers. 
Like charity as descnoed by St. Paul 
in the thirteenth chapter of the First 
Corinthians, be 'suttereth long aud is 
kind ' wbicb cau not be said of the 
men that got up this bill. He 'en- 
vleth not,' iu whicb be does not re- 
semble some people over ou tbis side 
of tbe House. He 'vauutetb not him- 
self,' iu which be is differentiated 
from the leaders ou the otber side of 
tbe big aisle. He 'is not putted up,' 
in whicb he rises hiigh above a good 
many of us. He 'doe* not behave 
himself unseemly : seeketh not bis 
own : is not easily provoked.1

Oil Refinery fixe. 


At 2 o'clock Monday morning of 


last week tbe Pump House of the 
Wnverly Oil Works at Pittsburgh 
took Qre from some unknown cause, 
and immediately communicated with 
the Agitators, all ot wbicb were de- 
stroyed.

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White Pine Largest Sanitarium. 
The new children's building at the 


State 
Tuberculosis 
Sanitarium 
at 


Mont Alto was opened last week and 
preparations have been made to re- 
ceive one hundred children who are 
arriving fiom all sections ot the Stata. 
They are all under fourteen years of 
age. 


The results which have been achiev- 


ed in the treatment of children at 
White Pine have led Commissioner of 
Health Dixon to rush the work on 
this latest addition to the big sani- 
tarium. Children respond more quick- 
ly to the treatment than their elders 
and the most encouraging results have 
been obtained in arresting the disease. 


The addition is 200 feet by 40, with 


open air solaria for school and play 
on all doors at both ends. Large well 
ventilated play rooms have been pro- 
vided ou the top floor for use when 
the weather is excessively stormy.

Takes Bis Life With Poison. 


Jacob C. Wagner, of Mt Pleasant 


township, was found dead in woods 
of Amos WeiRert near St. Lukes 
Church, close to his home cear Bon- 
neauville, Monday evening of laat 
week. An empty bottle, which had 
evidently contained cyanide of potas- 
sium, was found lying close to the 
body. The body waa found by Peter 
Walter. Wagner had evidently been 
dead for at leaat twenty-four hours be- 
fore being found by searchers, who 
had been sent out to look for him. 


It will be remembered that Wagner 


was arrested Thursday morning pre- 
vious by Officer J. L. Dougherty, of 
McSberrystown, on a warrant issued 
by Justice of the Peace V. H. Lilly, 
on information of Howard B. Reigle, 
cashier of the Farmers Bank of Me- 
Sherryatowo, charging him with for- 
ging a note for $30. The note 
was 


made payable to the Farmer* Bank, 
and attached thereto was the name of 
Mark Brame, of Couowago township. 
The accused waa given a hearing on 
Friday morning, and was held in 
$1000 bail for his appearance at court 


Wagner, not being able to get the 


required amount in McSnerrystown, 
aaked permission of Officer Dougherty 
to go to his home, where he thought 
he could possibly get the necceaaary 
amount 
Probably being unsuccess- 


ful, he did not return to the custody 
of the officer, and brooding over his 
disappointment and apparen t disgrace 
he determined to end hie troubles. 


'in the opinion of Dr. Lindaman of 


Bonneauville and Dr. H. M. Hartman 
of thia place, who examined the body, 
the man bad been dead for several 
days when found. The physicians are 
of the opinion that the fatal poison 
which Wagner used was either the 
quick acting and deadly cyauide or 
else strychnine. The bottle which was 
found by hid side did not contain 
headache powders as was first sup- 
posed by residents of that section, but 
contained, white powders evidently of 
the aame sort as that which caused 
his death. It was not thought neces- 


i aary to have these analyzed in order 
' to determine their nature or to go to 
the expense of having an analysis of 
the contents of the dead man's stom- 
ach made for the same purpose, death 
evidently having been caused by poi- 
son and the nature of the poison being 
deemed of rather little value. 


The bottle which contained the poi- 


son had evidently just been opened 
and the pocket knife found uearby 
had evidently been used to get out the 
cork 
Little importance is attached to 


the empty aconite bottle which was 
found near Mr. Wagner's home, 
though he may have taken sooie of 
that poison also. Where Mr Wagner 
procured the drugs is not known. The 
aconite bottle bore the label of a New 
Oxford druggist but he remembers 
nothing about having sold' it to Mr.

Substitute for the Potato. 


The scarcity of the Irish potato In 


the United States calls attention tin 
its Asiatic substitute, the daeheen. For 
all practical purposes, the dasheen, 
which is seldom larger than a hen's 
egg. though more prolific than the po- 
tato, may be regarded as a species of, 
Irish potato. For ages this tuber in 
various forms has been cultivated in 
Japan and China. 
Planted in the 


spring, it is gathered six months la- 
ter and flourishes beat in lands like 
those of our southern states upon the 
gulf. 
The United States government 


has been conducting experiments in 
South Carolina, with the new tuber', 
and our agents report that it yields, 
from twelve to fifteen tons to the 
acre, while its edible protein averages 
8« per, cent, of the whole root, ai 
against tie W'per cent, of the potato. 
It is not improbable that the next 
few years will see the cultivation 01, 
the new tuber in .this country to . a 
large extent, especially throughout the 
south.

BEGINNINGS OF GAME LAWS 


Flr«t Legislation in This Country to 


Protect Deer Waa Passed 


in 1769. 


Game legislation in this country 


has had an interesting history. Deer 
were the first game animals to he 
protected. As early as 1769 a law was 
passed in South Carolina forbidding 
their destruction during the months 
from January to July, while Vermont 
prescribed the same closed season for 
deer in 1797 


Massachusetts in 1817 protected 


deer during a similar season, follow- 
ed by Virginia in 1S20. Little other 
legislation, except in New Jersey in 
1846, is found until after 1850, when 
Missouri, Ohio, Alabama and Cali- 
fornia prescribed closed seasons, and 
Delaware in 1852 prohibited the kill 
ing of deer at any time. 


In the '60s came Kentucky with 


protection for females »nly, and later 
Illinois, Kansas, Pennsylvania, Ne- 
braska and Minnesota followed, the 
last state including elk in its pro- 
tective measures. 


The earliest instance 
which 
has 


been found in the United State* of an 
enactment to protect fur-bearing ani- 
mals ia that prescribing the closed 
season for th« miiskrat, in Vermont 
tn 1812. It was a prohibition which 
covered practically the entire year, It 
being lawful to take the muakrat 
from March 15 to May 25 


Ohio protected the ;miskrat In 1830, 


and New Hampshire in 1843, prompt- 
ed evidently by a depire to be rid of 
certain undesirable animals, passed a 
law providing for the "destruction of 
noxious animals and the preservation 
of game," the game referred to being 
tb« muskrat, beaver, mink and otter. 


During the '70s and '80s a number 


of states Incorporated Into their stat- 
utes sections forbidding the use of 
any gun other than »ucb as Is com- 
monly raised from the shoulder and 
Ired at arm's length, such legislation 
laving become necessary because of 
the use by pot hunters and even so- 
called sportsmen of the swivel gun in 
•hooting wild fowl,—Case and Com- 
ment
